BY  WAY  OF  INTRODUCTION 

THE  Van  Wert  Wholesale  Peony  and  Iris 
Gardens  have  been  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selling  Peony  roots  and  Iris  rhizomes  to 
other  growers,  and  to  dealers  who  wish  to  make 
a profit  on  them,  either  by  planting  in  their  own 
gardens,  or  by  resale  to  other  purchasers.  The 
owner,  Lee  R.  Bonnewitz,  has  for  years  been 
engaged  in  the  retail  Peony  and  Iris  business, 
and  he  has  received  a great  many  letters  from 
amateur  Peony  and  Iris  growers  asking  his  ad- 
vice about  starting  commercial  gardens  in  differ- 
ent sections  of  the  United  States.  In  answering 
these  letters  he  has  endeavored  to  keep  his  en- 
thusiasm in  check,  and  not  advise  anyone  to 
risk  his  capital  in  a venture  from  which  he  may 
not  be  able  to  recover  it,  for  it  takes  real  business 
ability  to  make  any  business  succeed. 

However,  enthusiasm  for  the  Peony  and  the 
Iris,  coupled  with  a willingness  to  work,  and  a 
fair  amount  of  business  ability,  should  bring 
success,  but  he  would  advise  all  beginners  to  get 
in  personal  touch  with  some  successful  grower, 
and  learn  the  things  to  be  avoided  in  the  new 
venture. 

Mr.  Bonnewitz  has  found  that  in  building 
up  a business  of  national  proportions,  that  it 
has  taken  a large  expenditure  of  money  to  carry 
on  the  advertising,  which  is  so  necessary  for  its 
growth.  He  has  found,  also,  that  the  expense 
of  advertising  just  about  equals  the  expense  of 
the  purchase  of  roots,  and  of  the  labor  spent  on 
their  cultivation.  This  has  led  him  to  believe 
that  if  a dealer  in  Peony  or  Iris  roots  can  se- 
cure reliable  stock,  absolutely  true  to  name,  at 
about  one-half  retail  prices,  the  dealer  can  carry 
on  a successful  business  without  the  necessity 
of  being  bothered  with  the  annoyances  which 
are  sure  to  come  to  all  growers. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  Mr.  Bonnewitz 
has  purchased  a farm  located  five  and  one-half 
miles  west  of  Van  Wert  on  the  Lincoln  High- 
way. Its  perfect  drainage  and  rich  soil  make 


the  site  an  ideal  one  for  growing  Peonies  and 
Irises,  and  plans  are  being  made  for  extensive 
planting  to  meet  the  wholesale  demand  for  good 
Irises  and  good  Peonies.  Mr.  Bonnewitz  will 
continue  in  the  personal  management  of  his  re- 
tail Peony  and  Iris  business  at  Van  Wert,  while 
the  farm  will  be  in  charge  of  his  brother,  Van 
J.  Bonnewitz,  his  secretary,  Lee  A.  Shimer,  and 
his  field  superintendent,  C.  D.  Pennell. 

This  initial  price  list  is  being  sent  to  a list 
of  growers  whom  we  believe  should  be  inter- 
ested in  our  stock,  with  the  hope  that  many  of 
them  will  visit  the  gardens  this  year,  and  see 
the  quality  of  the  stock  we  grow,  and  the  care 
which  is  exercised  in  keeping  every  variety  true 
to  name. 

No  descriptions  are  included  in  this  whole- 
sale list  because  we  are  sure  that  only  those 
growers  who  are  familiar  with  the  different 
varieties  will  be  interested  in  quantity  prices. 
The  retail  list,  to  be  issued  by  Mr.  Bonnewitz, 
will  carry  descriptions,  and  all  growers  who 
wish  to  have  their  names  on  the  mailing  list  of 
the  wholesale  gardens , will  receive  in  addition 
to  our  wholesale  offers,  Mr.  Bonnewitz’s  retail 
catalogue  with  descriptions. 

The  wholesale  stock  is  at  present  combined 
with  the  retail  stock  in  the  gardens  at  Van  Wert, 
and  on  many  varieties  we  will  be  able  to  make 
deliveries  this  season  during  July  and  August, 
and  so  we  solicit  a careful  study  of  the  follow- 
ing list  of  Irises.
